Dear Harold* 

I'll make a start at putting on paper all ry "ripe suspicions" about Huth Paine*

try. 

First thing that struck me in that her calendar, described by Marina as "meticulous", 
is not that veil-filled. It Is no more "nstloolous" than anyone else 's unless you 
use a magnify Inc Gloss and then yon can see that it is full of corrections and 
erasures* The members of the Caunisaion worked from photographs of it so that I 
presuae they saw only what everyone else would oee without studying it* The copy 
that I got traa yon (from the Archives) la much dearer and show the Indentations 
made by the sen erased words better than the copy- in tho Volume XVII* husband 
has inquired and found that the writing on the original could be brought out by 
e photographic process, but that a picture can't. 

The top of the February page Is almost completely filled la all around the word 
February. "Murine's last period Feb 5 or IS*" ess not that originally* The word 
■Marine" was actually a word that started with the letter "0" and the »«# drawn 
thru the 5 was an arrow down from the word "February." On the 20th appears 
"Leonard's?" At the "r" something else had been written and underneath that it 
was filled in pretty solid* Under "Ash Wednesday" seems to be something that 
starts with a "J". 

Before I go on with this, I want to say that I think this calendar ties in with 
Ruth's and Marina's (and possibly Brio's letters from Russia) .letters . There are 
words and thoughts and phrases underlined in the oalendar and the some things 
shew up in the letters. For Instance, In July, Ruth has underlined "depend" of 
■Independence Day"* Then in her letters to Marina aha uses "depend", "dependent", 
and "Independent" quite a bit* Through all their letters that svznrwr, there is a 
really strongs repetition of phrases and eoriblnatians of letters such as "eof* end 
at tho top of the January page of the calendar, or rather on January 1st and 6th, 
is "very soft*" I can't help wonder if the two of them had ary shortwave radio 
communication between themselves and other people possibly*

At the top of March, of course, is that little item ■* - DIO purchase of rifle," 

Then, off to the left of that is "Oot* 23*" There was somethin*; else written in 
there after the "Oot* 23." Her explanation is that ehe wrote that the day after 
the assassination i*i«n the nous came that the rifle had been purchased on 'tarch 20* 
Vbm asked why she wrote Oet. 23 instead of Hov. 23, she answered that she had been 
eo rattled at that time (or words to that effect — I can't find it now in the 
UR) that aha was off by a whole monthj The asterisk In the M a r c h 20th square has 
the ward Morins in it, bat underneath has something that starts ever in the 19th 
square. The 22nd square bee more then "Bell Dinner" in It* In the first place 
"Bell" lodes as if it ware originally "sand", and then, under that is some mors 
stuff that has been erased* Almost every square in March has something In it* 

At the top of April la supposedly "Larry Hoke Apr 11*". Ruth said that Larry Hoke 
is her new nephew born on that day* A close examination would seem to show that 
the "L" was ori gin a ll y e "B" end the "a" is an "a." Following the "Hoke" there 
wee something with a downs troks originally. She entered In the first part of this 
ca lend a r (p* 53 ) Lawrence John Hoke but that is the only birthday she put In there. 
It seems that the new Owtald baby's birth would have been put there, too, if she 
was so "mstieuloos*"

In April* on the 5 th, is something that looks like "Have art bring ... tapes* 
books." 

On the 15th, it looks like "oar Inapeot Lawrence? of course* there la an Inspector 
Lawrence on the Dallas Police fcroe. 

On the Uth end the 20th of April appears the word "Pick" — once In "Pick up 
clothes* and tm "pickle"* which she said was racily ^lonlc". 

On the 30th* "Marina" looks as if It originally were "ring”. On the 10th* "Marina" 
written in Russian looks nothing like what Is supposed to be the some word in the 
April 8 square. That square had something written on Its bottom line, 
of Pfcy 

On the 19th/ls what looks like "an the state committee” in shorthand. 

On the 16th of May la "Mental Health", Hrs. L. C, Connell of *■** one of the 
Cuban groups belongs to th> Mental Health* too. 

On the 2tith Is "Sculpture" with the "S* and the "tore" separate from the other 
letters. Culp? 

On the 26th is "SAUHE" or "SABINE"* bat It looks as If It were originally 
■ALINE" or TLINE". I keep wondering if she knew Aline Mosby. There is on Alyna 
Young with a dot over the ”y" in her address book* Exh. UC6. It has an address 
of Grand Prairie* Texas* and also a c/o Mrs. Ethel Janes* Shady Grove. The tele- 
phone exchange is BL.3* which la the same exchange as Irving. That seems unlikely. 

In June* between the words "SUtiDAT" and "MOSDAY" Is Bonething that looks like "/ 

5 lees". (I meant that to be a plus sign at the of the line above this.) 

She has "Theater Centre? w-— F rankie June 20" along the top of June. The only 
thing that bugs me Is that with spqClllng Centre shcftld have gone the spelling 
Theatre. "Frankie" was made out of something else. 

Thru the whole calendar you will notice the name Paula and* twice* Paulette. She 
wasn't asked who these people were. If she was* I haven't found any account of it. 

At the top of July appears "Sarah" apparently. Under a ’ magnifying glass* It be- 
comes "Saleh." ?y husband doesn't pay vary much attention to all this* but I 
showed it to him end asked him to reed out the letters as they appeared to him end 
that Is what he said. A Hr. Saleh la mentioned as one of the employees of the 
catering company that was to serve the luncheon a* the Trade Mart. He was In an 
the meetings with Winston Iowa cn* (secret Service)* when they were planning details. 
This cataring company was a Boston outfit and I think it was called Grotty Sroo. 

Another thing in June that 1 forgot. On the 6th there appears what looks like 
■Reggio" and then (3 Sisters). Dean Andrews spots of three sisters at one point 
and I believe their name waa Realpey-Plasa. There la e Hr. Reggio who Is e member 
of the A.C.L.U.) it nay be the Dalles gr o up . If that is "Reggie* Instead of 
"Haggle"* It could be a nickname far Regner Hearten, stake who la serried 

to George DeMchrsnehhildt *a stepdaughter. He and his wife* Christina, drift In and 
out of this story like ghosts and no ana seams to know just what they do — I do 
seen mean the Xearton's. His father Is a big bug at an aircraft company. His 
politics seen to be pretty far to the rightmost They ware In Dellas that summer. 
Underneath the Raggio/Raggie Is "Lib."* end under that is "arrive". That could be 
the name of a ship. I don't know where I'm going with this* you understand — I'm 
Juet musing on paper. I't probably all rubblah and completely useless but I'm 
Just throwing out this stuff at you.

I've Just about put ny eyes out trying to 
figure out what it says.

Incidentally, Harold, when I looked at your Dallas phono directory for the year 
3563* I looked up the name "Lollar" who is the dentist that Ruth Paine wo 3 mpposed 
to have taken her child to (including the morning of the assassination). X found 
nans listed under Dr., but there was e troy Lollar. Please cheek this} I'm not 

that sure aqy more. 

On the 11th, we have that "Baggio" again, but this tine the "g's" look ni» "a'a". 
Deoar iber la strangely orapty. 

At the bottom of November is "Planned Pamnthood." It looks more like "Porreet." 

This is the best I can do for now. I want to get this into the mall, but I am very 
dissatisfied with It. I only touched on the tying-in with the letters.
